With voter registration rolls shrunk 40 
per cent, local citi2ens will trickle to the

Only 6,646 registered city voters are 
left on the books of the 9.408 city 
dwellers registered for the November 
general election In the combined city- 
county area voting only for school and 
college board members. 10.124 voters 
remain of the 14,773 registered last 
November 
Election officials estimate that only 
about 30 per cent of those registered will 
make it to the polls tomorrow to make 
their choices for local offices. If this is 
true, it wUI mean that about 3,000 voters 
will select a City Council member to 
represent some 26.000 people residing in 
the City of Lompoc It will also mean 
that about 4,000 voters will choose 
educational panel members to serve the 
interests of some 40,000 people in this 
area, including the city. Mission Hills, 
Vandenberg Village and Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. 
The reason for the dramatic drop in 
registration, county officials said, was a 
wave of 
apathy at the 
polls 
in 
November, when U.S. Congressmen, 
one U S Senator and the Governor of 
California were chosen, among other 
offices 
Polls will be open from 7 a m to 8 
p m tomorrow at 12 polling places 
serving 13 area precincts, eight of them 
in the city and five located in the county 
area County officials expect unofficial 
local results to arrive between 10:30 and 
11:00 p.m. with absentee ballot counts 
being finalized Wednesday 
Election

Seven candidates will vie for voter 
approval tomorrow in a bid for three 
seats on Lompoc Unified School District 
Board of Trustees.

W. Germany releases five 
to free kidnaped leader 


BERLIN (UPI) — The West German 
government today put aside its “most 
serious reservations" and released five 
imprisoned anarchists in return for a 
promise that urban guerrillas will free 
the Christian Democratic candidate for 
mayor of West Berlin they kidnaped five 
days ago. 
A Lufthansa Boeing 707, its tanks 
filled with 27,200 gallons of jet fuel 
—enough to cruise for 12 hours —took off 
from Frankfurt’s Rhine-Main airport at 
1.55 a.m. PDT in a southerly direction 
toward an unknown destination 
The kidnapers, believed hiding in West 
Berlin, said they would release 52-year 
old Peter Lorenz only after their five 
comrades have reached their final 
destination and a West Berlin politician 
accompanying them has returned home 
Authorities said they did not know if 
Lorenz was still alive. 
Three hours after the plane left 
Frankfurt, West Berlin police broadcast

The five released prisoners, two men 
and three women and all in jail for 
violent crimes in company with the 
BaaderMeinhof band of urban guerril­ 
las, were unarmed Before takeoff they 
searched the four Lufthansa crew 
members to make sure none of them 
carried a hidden weapon. 
A West Berlin police official said that 
“it may be safely assumed” that 
authorities also paid each of the five 
released prisoners $8,750 ransom as 
demanded by Lorenz’ kidnapers. 
Partly as the result of voter anger 
over the kidnaping, Lorenz and his 
Christian Democratic party won the 
largest bloc of seats in the West Berlin 
House of Deputies in an election Sunday. 
The House of Deputies chooses the 
mayor Lorenz’s party, although the 
electoral winner, lacked the seats 
necessary to make him mayor. 


SMITH RIVER (UPI) - A fifth 
victim died today from wounds inflicted 
by a gunman who unboxed a new rifle in 
his room at the Ship Ashore motel-resort 
and began “shooting up the place," 
hitting six persons.

Sheriff’s deputies converged on this 
Northern California fishing village after 
receiving a frantic telephone call that a 
man was “shooting up the place.” Shots 
could be heard in the background.

Ella Beam, 22, of BrounuiKs, Ore., and 


Mrs. Harmon already dead.

Miss DeGraff was listed in 
satisfactory condition today at a Eureka 
hospital with gunshot wounds in the left 
hand and hip 
Witnesses said said the gunman first 
opened fire from a balcony overlooking 
the ocean, killing Mrs Harmon and 
fatally wounding her husband. The 
gunman walked into the motel office and 
shot Mr. and Mrs. Knott. The slain 
maid, Ella Beam, “came out of the door 
after hearing the shots and he pumped 
her one,” said witness Don Sanders, who 
owns a nearby liquor store. 
“He probably just went berserk,” 
Sanders said.

Court rules on media disclosures 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court ruled today that news media 
cannot be punished for disclosure of 
information in court documents open to 
public inspection. 
The ruling came on a Georgia law 
barring use in news stories of the names 
of rape victims. 
Justice Byron R. White said for the 
majority: “We are reluctant to embark 
on a course that would make public 
records generally available to he media 
but forbid their publication if offensive 
to the sensibilities of the supposed 
reasonable man. 
"Such a rule would make it very 
difficult for the press to inform their 
readers about the public business and 
yet stay within the law. The rule would 
invite timidity and self-censorship and 
very likely lead to the suppression of 
many items that would otherwise be put 
into print and that should be made 
available to the public. ” 
The lawsuit was started in a state

Congress of President Ford’s energy 
proposals. 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon 
joined four other top officials in 
testifying before the House Ways and 
Means Committee 
Their 
prepared 
statements were firm in picturing 
Ford’s solutions as the best. 
In advance of today's hearing, Ways 
and Means Chairman A1 Ullman, D- 
Ore . unveiled the committee’s own plan 
for letting the cost of energy rise much 
more 
gradually 
than 
Ford’s 
plan 
permits 
Under the Ullman approach, the 
gasoline tax would reach 40 cents a 
gallon by 1979, but drivers would be 
exempt from the heavy tax on their 
basic allotment of needed fuel The tax 
would apply to “excess” consumption. 
In his prepared testimony, Simon 
deplored the existence of "a ‘manana 
c u lt” 
among 
politicians 
who 
acknowledge the dangers in America's 
dependence on foreign oil —but want to 
put the solution off to some future time 
Simon, without explicit reference to 
Democratic proposals to delay action on 
energy until the recession is under 
control, testified: 
“There has been a growing awareness 
that there will be some withdrawal 
pains. 
One 
result 
has 
been 
the 
emergence of a manana' cult that says, 
‘yes, we must solve the problem, but 
manana —not today.’ That is, in my 
view, a dangerous philosophy.” 
In other testimony: 
—Thomas 
O. 
Enders, 
assistant 
secretary of state for economic affairs, 
said because of the recession, the mild 
winter and price resistance, there is 
excess world oil production, but little 
likelihood that foreign producers will 
respond by reducing prices More likely, 
he said, is a rise in U.S. imports as the 
economy revives. 
—Frank 
Zarb, 
federal 
energy 
administrator, said because the U.S. 
economy “can be profoundly affected by 
severe economic crisis abroad" this 
country must set an example for the 
industrial world “and demonstrate our 
willingness to take the hard and 
expensive steps.” 
—Interior Secretary Rogers C.B. 
Morton stressed the need for defenses 
against the possibility of price cutting by 
Arab producers who “might seek to 
undermine our efforts at independence 
by manipulation of the market.” 
After 
Simon 
had 
made 
his 
presentation, Ullman directed some 
harsh words at Ford’s energy approach, 
saying: 
“My feeling, and I think the feeling of 
the task force (of Ways and Means 
Democrats) is that the use of import 
fees and the per-barrel tax will first, not 
cut imports to the extent they need to be 
cut...” 
“In the second place, we feel it will be 
extremely 
inflationary. 
Thirdly, 
it 
would be inequitable. In its application 
to gasoline in particular ... it would not 
achieve the cutback. It would allow gas 
guzzlers to continue in full force.' ’ 
In both the President’s plan and the 
Democrats’ main task force plan, 
Ullman said, "we need much sharper 
teeth in order to get the job done" in 
conserving fuels. 
Speaking of his program, Ullman said 
“I think it could very well be that this 
will be the point of compromise ... It’s

PHNOM PENH 
(UPI) - Rebel 
gunners shelled Phnom Penh for the 
63rd consecutive day today, killing seven 
persons and damaging the Buddhist 
pagoda on top of the Phnom, the hill for 
which the city is named. 
Deaths from starvation were reported 
on the rise among Phnom Penh’s hungry 
civilians, 
but 
the 
Cambodian 
government was giving all of America’s 
airlifted food to the military except for 
token amounts to the city’s refugees 
Almost all markets and shops in 
Phnom Penh remained closed as they 
have been for a week for fear of food and 
race 
riots 
triggered 
by 
current 
shortages and high prices of rice and 
consumer goods 
Phnom Penh Mayor Un Tramuch 
broadcast an appeal to parents and 
students to remain calm and stop the 
scattered sackings of mostly Chinese- 
owned shops and market stalls which 
have taken place during the past week. 
The 
military 
situation 
worsened 
steadily and field officers reported 


heavy fighting around the Mekong River 
town of Neak Luong, 35 miles southeast 
of Phnom Penh. They said the situation 
there was critical 
The town once was the key to control 
of the Mekong River, but rebel forces 
now control almost the entire shoreline 
of the river and have prevented all 
convoys to Phnom Penh since Jan. 31. 
Government warplanes were called in 
today for heavy bombing raids in an 
effort to stop pro-Communist forces 
from massing close to the town. 
Military officers said four rockets hit 
Phnom Penh city and another seven 
slammed into the lifeline Pochentong 
airport today. Seven persons including 
two soldiers were killed and another two 
civilians were wounded, they said. 
One Chinese-made rocket seriously 
damaged the Wat Phnom, the colorful 
pagoda atop the capital city’s tiny hill 
close to the downtown area. 
Rebel gunners have shelled the Phnom 
Penh area every day since the beginning 
of their current military offensive last 


New Year’s Eve. 
A senior government official said 
Sunday President Lon Nol has ordered 
the government to stockpile the airlifted 
rice for the sole use of soldiers and their 
families. 
Social workers said even penniless 
refugees in Phnom Penh are being 
denied the rice 
They said deaths 
resulting from starvation are increasing 
daily. 
The shortage of supplies in the 
besieged capital has sent the price of 
food soaring The cost of a 110-pound bag 
of rice on the black market has doubled 
to $30 in the past week alone. 
“And the only way you can even buy 
black market rice is to know someone,” 
a frustrated resident of the beleaguered 
city said today. 
The senior government official said 
Lon Nol ordered the restriction of rice 
supplies last Thursday at the start of 
America’s massive, Berlin-style airlift 
of food to Phnom Penh.

David 
Robert!, D-Los Angeles, to end 
the state-operated program of 
setting minimum milk prices. 
The legislation would abolish

Started in July, the work was completed in time for 
the first meeting of a new term, with Inez (Mrs. 
James» DeAtley presiding. She had been installed in 
June, and is currently serving her second term as 
president. 


City beautification through the planting of trees was 
long an effort of Alpha Club. For many years, club 
minutes reveal, Arbor Day was observed and usually 
the city was involved. At an October meeting in 1926, 
members heard the request of Lompoc Chamber of 
Commerce for help with the project of planting trees 
along the streets. The following month, Mrs. Oates 
read a resolution to be presented to the City Council, 
asking not only for the street trees, but for sign posts 
with street names for all streets. The resolution was 
approved. By February ’27, Mrs. Oates reported the 


iree planting in progress and that streets would be 
named “ to fit” the trees planted. 


In December ’29, with the help of Alpha Club, 
merchants agreed to purchase 25 Christmas trees 
which they would decorate. Prizes were to be given 
for various categories of decoration. 


In November the following year, Mona (Mrs. J.H.) 
Merriam proposed the idea of asking the City to 
decorate for Christmas. In February of ’32 she 
announced that Home and Garden Section members 
would plant trees and shrubs in front of the 
City 
Library. 
This was 
to commemorate the 200th 
anniversary 
of 
President 
George 
Washington’s 
birthday. Members also took part in planting trees in 
Ryon Park. 


In December that year, the section chairman told of 
plans to plant a living Christmas tree on the public 
schoolgrounds. Principal Clarence Ruth declared it 
would be for all children to enjoy. 


Flower shows were of course, an annual event for 
Alpha Club, starting with a special show of dahlias in 
the early years and progressing to the display of 
several hundred species of blooms in current years. 
The show has always attracted many out of city 
visitors and for many years brings busloads from Los 
Angeles and other communities. 
Other areas of Lompoc activity concerned Alpha 
Club in early months of 1927. In January Mrs. Carlson 
“ brought before the club” that the Legion had 
obtained a permit to hold boxing events in Lompoc. 
Mrs. Moore made a motion “something should be 
done 
to oppose 
it.” 
Her motion carried? 
But 
investigation showed there was nothing in the town 
ordinance forbidding boxing contests, and nothing 
further was planned at that time. 
However, in March another long discussion was 
held in regard to the permit. It was decided to ask 
Legion representatives and other interested people to 
attend 
a 
special 
meeting. 
At 
that 
time, 
“a 
satisfactory 
explanation 
was 
given, 
and 
rules 
governing boxing.” The club decided to let things 
stand as they were. 
By April their attention turned to voting approval of 
the proposed movement to restore the La Purisima 
Mission which had been destroyed by earthquake.

Major Rate Increases 
Necessary to Maintain 
Quality of Utility Service 


For the third consecutive year Pacific G as 
and Electric Company in 1976 will face a half billion 
dollar increase in its costs. Inflation, soaring operating 
costs, spiraling prices for fuel, increased costs of 
taxes, wages, materials, construction and cost of 
money including interest rates on borrowed money- 
are among the economic burdens afflicting suppliers 
of gas and electric service all across the nation. 
And they are the reasons why PG &E filed 
with the California Public Utilities Commission on 
February 25 for gas and oil cost adjustments of $140 
million to be effective April 1, and a general gas and 
electric rate increase of $497 million for next year. 
The filing for next year was made this early to 
give the CPUC time in which to hold public hearings. 
The rate increases granted by the CPUC 
during the past two years have been only to offset 
increases in the prices paid for gas and oil. None has 
been granted to com pensate for the other increases 
in the cost of doing business. 
In addition to the new applications the 
company has pending a request for a $233 million 
general rate increase for 1975 filed 18 months ago, 
and a $68 million gas price offset. The former is still 
in the process of public hearings. 
More than half the requested rate increases 
would fall on the company’s commercial, industrial 
and agricultural customers. 
The fuel cost adjustments are to pass on 
$103 million in higher costs of the fuel PG&E buys 
to generate electricity and a $37 million El Paso 
Natural G as Company price increase announced 
last week. This increase would boost the typical 
household user’s electric bill by a monthly average 
of $1.01 and the gas bill by 46 cents. 
The general rate increase would not be effec­ 
tive until 1976. after CPUC public hearings and 
decision. It would cover the company's increased 
costs of operation other than those for oil and gas. 
It would add an average of $6.41 monthly to the com ­ 
bined gas and electric bill of the typical residential 
customer using .500 kilowatt-hours of electricity and 
100 therms of gas per month. 
It is quite possible that there will be additional 
increases in the price of natural gas and oil this year 
and next necessitating further rate in creases.! he 
company’s oil costs already have increased 800 
per cent since 1970-from $2 a barrel to $16 today- 
and the company’s use of oil in its power plants has 
increased from less than one-half million barrels 
in 1970 to approximately 30 million barrels this year. 
G as prices have more than doubled in the past two 
years alone. 
When PG&E’s two big nuclear units in San 
Luis Obispo County come into service (one next year 
and the other a year later) our fuel oil purchases 
will be reduced as much as 2 million barrels a month. 
These will reduce the company’s dependence on 
high-priced foreign oil. If interest rates should drop and 
inflation should ease, these factors should also help 
ease the upward pressure on gas and electric rates.

Fighter OK after big KO 


PANAMA CITY, Panama <UPI> - 
Ray Lampkin of Portland, Ore., is 
expected to be released from Social 
Security Hospital today, 24 hours after 
his 
attempt 
to 
win 
the 
WBA’s 
lightweight championship of the world 
from Robert Duran ended in near- 
tragedy. 
Lampkin remained unconscious for 
more than an hour after his 14th-round 
knockout at the hands of Duran Sunday 
while reports circulated that he was in 
critical condition or even dead. 
Dr. Elias Cordoba of Panama. WBA 
president and chief surgeon at the 
hospital, said, however, that Lampkin 
regained consciousness shortly after his 
arrival at the hospital and predicted that 
the fighter will be released today. 


“ He is out of danger,’’ Dr. Cordoba 
said Sunday night. "He isn’t hurt. He is 
just exhausted. All the examinations and 
X-rays show that all signs are normal 
and he feels all right. 


“We will keep him in the hospital for 
observation until Monday,” Dr. Cordoba 
continued. “ But I’m sure he can be 
released then.” 


Duran, whose nickname is "Stone 
Hand,” kayoed Lampkin with a left hook 
at 39 seconds of the 14th round of the 
scheduled 15-round bout. Lampkin made 
an effort to get up but slumped back to 
the canvas and remained there long 
after the referee’s toll of 10. He was 
taken from the ring on a stretcher to a 
first aid room and then to the hospital.

South finds himself in six 
notrump after a slightly 
irregular notrump opening He 
might have reached six clubs, if 
he nad opened one club or North 
might have played six notrump 
It really doesn’t matter. The 
principle involved is the same.” 
Jim : “ South wants to lose 
just one club trick and he wants 
to give himself the best chance 
to do just that. He sees that he 
can’t make the slam if West 
holds king-jack plus one or two 
small clubs He wants to find a 
way to handle any other club 
combination.” 
Oswald: “ The safety play 
here is to lay down his ace of 
clubs. This time he drops the 
king and has no trouble finess­ 
ing against the jack and making 
all the tricks If an honor failed 
to drop he would go over to 
dummy and lead the nine of 
clubs. This is a safety play 
against a guarded king-jack 
holding in the East hand.” 
Jim : “ Had South bid seven he 
would have tried the best play 
for all the tricks which is a first 
round finesse of the queen. It 
would have failed miserably 
this time, but it still would have 
been the best Dlav."

Inside unemployment I 


Unemployment having hit the highest 
rate 
since 
the 
Great 
Depression, 
attention concentrates on it, and on the 
nature 
of 
the protests 
that have 
resulted, and the prescriptions being 
urged on President Ford and Congress. 
It 
is 
instructive 
to 
review 
the 
illuminating 
study 
of 
Mr. 
Martin 
Feldstein, published in the fall number 
of Public Interest in 1973. Mr. Feldstein 
prepared a study for the Joint Economic 
Committee of the Congress which 
destroys popular notions about what 
neeos to be done 
The central finding of the study is that 
the 
conventional 
notion 
that 
unemployment is primarily the result of 
a 
reduced 
aggregate 
demand 
is 
incorrect as applied to the American 
situation. In other words, putting it the 
other way around, if demand increased 
by X, unemployment would not decrease 
by a commensurate figure 
The 
“ b a s ic 
conclusions” of the 
study, in the order Mr. 
Feldstein gives them, 
are: 
1) Notwithstanding 
the rejection of the 
Keynesian 
approach 
that centers on the 
disparity 
between 
demand and supply, it 
would 
be 
entirely 
realistic 
to 
devise 
means 
of 
bringing 
unemployment down 
to less than three per 
cent. 
2) But this cannot 
h a p p e n 
w ith o u t 
moving away sharply 
from the practices of 
the past two decades. 
3) 
Macro-economic 
expansionary 
policies wouldn’t do the trick. Either 
you will achieve merely an unacceptable 
rate of inflation, or you will have a high 
residual unemployment — the two, in 
fact, generally go hand m hand. 
4) It is necessary to focus on three 
things: 
increasing the stability 
of 
employment among young workers, 
eliminating unnecessary seasonable and 
cyclical fluctuations in labor demand, 
and diminishing the length of time 
between jobs. 
Mr. Feldstein begins by making a few 
important distinctions. 
In America, 
“the problem is not that... jobs are 
unavailable but that they are so often 
unattractive.” 
In 
America, people 
change jobs often, particularly the 
young. In 1971, when unemployment was 
very 
high, 
45 per 
cent of those 
unemployed were out of work for less 
than five weeks. By the same token 
very few are without jobs for as long as 
27 weeks: in 1971, for instance, this was 
true of only 10 
per cent of 
the 
unemployed. 
Moreover, less 
than half of 
the 
unemployed, typically, lost their jobs. 
The majority “are those who voluntarily 
left their last jobs, are re-entering the 
labor force, or never worked before.” In 
1969, only one-third of the unemployed

lost their jobs, the balance falling in the 
other categories. 
Great Britain has less unemployment, 
but the unemployed are out of work 
almost twice as long as Americans This 
is so because our unemployed are top- 
heavily the young. A one per cent 
decline in unemployment among mature 
men (over 24) reduces unemployment 
among teen-age males by 1.5 per cent, 
indicating the relative volatility of 
employment among youth When 1.5 per 
cent of mature men are unemployed, 


m ales 
between 
16 
and 
19 
are 
unemployed at a rate of 11.4. And non­ 
whites, at more than double that rate, or 
24.5 This is in part owing to the fact that 
twice as many young non-whites quit 
their jobs — for many reasons, many of 
them entirely understandable. 
Mr 
Feldstein would like to see a 
special Youth Employment Service set 
up to interview American youth in 
schools and help line up jobs for them 
beginning the day they leave school. It is 
vital to remember that 40 per cent of 


American youth between 16 and 21 are 
in college. These represent 23 per cent 
of the total work force. The figures 
indicate then that over half of college- 
aged youth are working either part- 
time, all the time, or full-time only part 
of the time: and any delay in getting, for 
instance, a summer job, or a part-time 
job at school, greatly inflates the 
general unemployment figure. 
M r. 
F e l d s t e i n ’s 
p o lic y 
recommendations will be examined in 
another column.

secretary of Treasury, William Simon 
presides over 105,000 federal employes 
whose task it is to print and issue the 
people’s money, collect the peoples 
taxes and pay some of the people’s bills. 
It is a bureaucracy of unprecedented 
influence in the lives of every man, 
woman and child in the Republic. 
Thus it is that when 
Simon 
beg in s 
worrying 
about the 
present enormity and 
future 
potential 
of 
“government’s 
con­ 
trol of its citizens,” as 
he often does when his 
feet are on his desk 
and his mood turns re­ 
flective, it should be 
remembered by his 
listeners 
that 
his 
office and agency are 
the personifications of 
his gripe. 
There is an ironic bit of the pot calling 
the bottle black when the money czar, 
who can help or hurt the citizenry with a 
single word, idealizes that Americans 
“are dominated and their initiatives 
stifled by federal power.” 
Nonetheless, his point is inescapable. 
The nation that was founded on the 
premise that a government which 
governs least governs best has evolved 
into a land where government is the 
single 
largest 
industry, 
employer, 
spender and strength in the society. 
Simon says one of every six jobs in 
America 
is now governmental 
(15 
million employes) and the bureaucratic 
payroll of $140 billion is the fattest in the 
world. 
More disturbing than this, though, is 
the incalculable almightiness of the 
force. 
Government 
this 
year 
is 
perilously close to spending $1 billion a 
day, or some 34 per cent of the gross 
national product, and by the year 2000, 
Simon says, the bureaucrats may be 
spending one of every $2 earned in the 
country. 
The influence of this is well known to 
most. The government now has a form 


of cradle-to-grave domination of its 
constituency’s existence, most people 
work at least one day a week < some two ) 
for Washington, and business, says 
Simon, has been largely forced to trade 
its 
“ economic 
freedom 
to 
the 
government in exchange for financial 
security.” There may be, certainly,

governmental involvement in the lives 
of the governed, but Simon warns the 
day is approaching when “government 
is so big it may take over completely.” 
It could be argued here that William 
Simon is a lousy spokesman for less 
influential governments, his current 
policy designed to put Americans at 
least 
$85 
billion 
more 
in 
public 
(governmental) debt in the next 18 
months. Yet philosophically at least, he 
embraces yoke lifting. He opposes gas 
rationing as a conservation method, for 
example, not sr much for the hardships 
it would impose on some people, but 
because of the greater governmental 
power it would create: 
“Can you imagine the scope of the 
bureaucracy gas rationing would bring 
about? We have estimated that it would 
take 20,000 full time employes, 40,000 
local post offices and 3,000 state and 
local boards to oversee rationing When 
we consider the problems of just getting 
the mail delivered, are we really ready 
to trust an army of civil servants... to 
decide who deserves just what of this 
basic commodity?” 
No doubt, as Simon knows, some 
people are ready to trust the civil 
servants. The bureaucracy, after all, 
has staged no coup to gain control over 
the lives of Americans; it has done so 
peacefully, 
indeed 
even 
at 
the 
connivance of many citizens no longer 
confident of their own initiatives. And 
this is the heart of the matter, as Simon 
sees it, how to re-educate the people to 
the wisdom of Socrates who noted that a 
society may not know it is dying until it 
is too weak to care. 


Simon hopes that government reform, 
in areas such as tax reform, may 
reverse the trend of power in the nation. 
But 
that 
is 
over-optimism. 
The 
responsibility instead lies with the 
citizenry. A man who ran into Simon 
recently at an airport had the right idea: 
“When you return to Washington,” he 
told the secretary, “please don’t do 
anything more for me — I can’t afford 
it,” That man said it for the majority. 


Relatives responsibility 


Should adult children be responsible 
for the support of parents? Should they 
be held liable for public assistance 
payments to parents? The questions are 
not new. Presumably they were settled 
back in 1872 when the Legislature 
declared, “ It is the duty of the father, 
mother, and the children of any poor 
person who is unable to maintain 
himself by work to maintain such person 
to the extent of their ability.” 
That law became an issue during the 
days of the great depression when 
welfare 
assistance 
reached 
major 
proportions. In 1937 the Legislature 
reaffirmed the relative’s responsibility 
doctrine with additional laws. One set 
forth the amounts which at adult child 
would be required to contribute to the 
support of a parent, based upon his 
earnings. 
Since that time the policy has been a 
constant bone of contention. As early as 
1941 Senator Ralph Dills, then an 


Assemblyman, sought repeal of the laws 
and efforts continued over the years. 
Some provisions were removed in the 
early 1960’s but were reinstated during 
the Reagan years thereby renewing the 
issue. 


The thinking which brought about such 
laws is moralistic. The average person 
is repulsed at the thought of an affluent 
person allowing even a close relative to 
go hungry. One who permits a parent to 
go in need is condemned in righteous 
indignation. In the days when most of 
the populace was rural it was not 
uncommon for an established farm 
family to shelter relatives in want. The 
roof was there and the food was 
homegrown. 
Urbanization has changed all that and 
today most people are hard pressed to 
provide adequate shelter and sufficient 
groceries for their immediate families. 
Inflation has made this even more true. 
Because of these and other factors 


Senator Dills has renewed his efforts of 
35 years standing to rid the state of what 
he calls a most cruel law. He has 
introduced, with 24 Republican and 
Democratic coauthors, SB 46 which 
declares no relative will be held legally 
liable 
for 
support 
of 
public 
aid 
applicants and forbids demands by 
authorities for support contributions. 
Spurring additional interest in the 
measure are the recent attempts to 
apply the responsibility doctrine to 
parents of adult children. The law 
makes no distinction between adult and 
minor children. 
As a result some 
counties have been dragging parents of 
able bodied adults into court for refusing 
to contribute to their keep. Recently 
ruling for the county’s claim, a judge 
indicated he did so merely to get the 
issue resolved by a higher court or 
legislative remedy, declaring “ I’ve 
never hear of a situation where a parent 
is responsible for an adult child. I think 
there is something wrong with it.”

specifically, pledging allegiance to our 
flag, posting our flag, saluting our flag 
and singing the national anthem. 
The members re­ 
ported that “it would 
seem that the starting 
of the day with the 
ceremony of respect 
to the flag is left en­ 
tirely to the individual 
teacher’s discretion.” 
We found the letter 
very interesting. Now 
we have been asking 
nearly every young 
student we see 
whether or not their particular school 
promotes Americanism and whether 
they salute the flag daily. 
In 
answer to the promotion of 
Americanism, many of the younger 
students wanted to know what that 
meant. This astounded us. 
In answer to whether they daily 
pledge allegiance, without exception, we 
received yes answers. 
It appears quite obvious from our 
rather 
unscientific 
survey, 
that 
Americanism, or at least a respect for 
the flag and the pledge of allegiance is 
being promoted in the various schools. 
There may be isolated incidents, of 
course, that a daily pledge is forgotten 
by a teacher, but most kids we talked to 
gave us the impression that it was never 
missed. We frankly believe that if the 
daily pledge of allegiance is left entirely 
to the individual teacher’s discretion, 
the rules ought to be changed. We 
believe that the day should start with the 
pledge as a reminder of respect. 
Along these lines, we have received a 
note from a reader urging that we also 
show some respect for our State. In that 


regard, she enclosed a poem that she 
stated was a daily part of her grammar 
school program. We like the poem and 
here it is: 
I am a California child. 
I love my native state. 
I love its hills, its rocks and rills, 
Its valleys wide and great. 
I love the dear old pioneers 
Who made us what we are 
And gave to us, this glorious state 
The nation’s brightest star. 
The author of the poem is unknown.

Don’t forget to vote tomorrow . . . 
Remember motorists, Central Avenue is 
closed from Floradale Avenue west, 
beginning today . . . Sure taking a long 
time to tear down that old building on 
West Ocean Avenue or have we written 
that before ...
